Selection Materials 


must evident that the demands made upon the audio- 
visual center will far greater than the resources available. Add 
this the ever expanding field aids constantly being prepared 
and offered various agencies and important phase the 
A-V program, the selection materials, looms large importance, 
significance, and scope. This, fact, will arduous task inas- 
much there are catalogs bibliographies which can 
considered complete. Each day, each mail will bring hand 
some new and hitherto unsuspected sources help. All these ma- 
terials, actually hand and potentially available, must readied 
either for present use for future reference. 

After the problem selection has been solved, there comes the 
task cataloguing and classifying the selected materials. This 
problem similar its aspects the handling printed material. 
Needless say there should somewhere the system the 
school record audio-visual on-hand material record which 
perhaps could kept the library well the A-V Center.

Sources Materials

there imperative need for doing. any program 
ing, important become acquainted with primary sources 
supply and with these jumping-off point, least beginning 
will made. 

the matter films, for instance, certain tools are regarded 
standard references. They may listed Educational Film 
Guide, One Thousand and One, and Educators’ Guide Free 
Films. Add these catalogs some the big producers in- 
structional films (Encyclopedia Britannica and Coronet are ex- 
amples) and the list grows apace. 

Three agencies this aspect must not ignored. The first 
the state department education. many states there 
director visual education who devotes full time the use 
visual aids schools. second general source information 
the Visual Aids Education Section the United States Office 
Education. Finally, the Film Council America, which 
organization seven groups formed for the purpose facilitating 
the production, distribution, and use the film media for general 
welfare, has offices many cities.

Differing aids will 
secured through other agencies. The important thing that with 
the planning any A-V program, there proceeds concomitantly 
the logical assumption that long-range program, impor- 
tant phase which the careful consideration the available 
sources materials serve vitalizing complement essen- 
tial part effective teaching. 


Blueprinting the Program 

Perhaps this time some consideration should given the 
question how inaugurate program for audio-visual aids 
how improve bring up-to-date program already function- 
ing. any case, certain general rules are order. Among these 
are the following. 

First, any program school system should based 
tain determinate factors. the case A-V materials this will 
mean that proper conception what such materials are will 
have been formulated together with organized setup for 
effective use. The curriculum the school, well its philos- 
ophy, will studied. Next, the learner and his needs will 
analyzed the light contemporary life outside the school 
together with the ideas subject specialists. These findings will 
then screened with the educational and social philosophy the 
school. 

with what available, make better use these helps, and add 
what needed just quickly possible. large scale 
tion movies, movie projectors, radios, and recorders needed. 
The use community resources, community study, field trips, 
mounted pictures, and posters lies within the reach every 
teacher with little expense anyone except 
time. 
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Furthermore, must fully understood that educational 
helps are not “magic wands” waved front students 
with the result painless, effortless “overnight learning.” These 
helps aid the teacher; they make teaching more effective and 
more rapid; but they never can take the place the 
teacher. 

Audio-visual materials must fit into the curriculum aid 
the planned course instruction. Outside the field formal 
education, A-V materials are bright, entertaining, and dramatic. 
Brought into the pattern learning there any reason why 
they should lose luster, become unattractive? 

necessary corollary education which embraces these 
helps, may stated that audio-visual materials are basic 
teaching all levels education. They must used all along 
the line. Not only the elementary grades are they capable 
producing efficient and effective performance, but likewise the 
secondary school, the college, university, and almost all 
phases adult education. 


Conclusion 


Perhaps the greatest single development education the 
past decade has been the increasing use audio-visual materials 
educational medium. accepted fact that people 
all ages learn faster through association through use all the 
senses than words alone. However, audio-visual materials are 


administration diagnostic and remedial program 
instruction co-operative project which may involve any 
all the following: children, teachers, principals, supervisors, 
and the superintendent’s staff. 

The basic principles for such program may set forth four 
words: diagnose, remedy, prevent, and motivate (1, Four 
basic principles which paraphrase these words are: Diagnosis 
must precede remedial work and continue throughout the remedial 
program. (2) Remedial instruction must given interestingly 
the level the child’s comprehension and ability when deficien- 
cies are noted. (3) long-time program instruction, preven- 
tion should emphasized. Difficulties may prevented effi- 
cient methods. (4) Correct motivation should develop interest 
dynamic activities and worth-while materials (6). 


The Diagnostic Program 


Testing. After survey testing the teachers has shown the 
subject-matter area which remedial instruction must under- 
taken, further testing and appraisal must carried identify 
the children who are retarded. 

For efficiency administration, the testing should begin with 
the whole group, that with the children grades the 
normal, approximately per cent the children may found 
particular subject. the Walsh School, per cent 
were found retarded reading.

Audio-visual materials are not something separate, therefore, 
from other materials instruction. Their use may involve re- 
consideration some our teaching methods. When the full 
range audio visual utilized teaching, printed materials 
may used last instead first, but likely that more printed 
materials will used, and that they will used with better 
understanding, enjoyment, and appreciation. 

Definitely audio-visual aids are the educational picture today. 
They have proved their worth: they are making teaching more 
effective. However, educational helps will not teach for the 
teacher. More planning, more skill teaching, and more time 
preparation are required make use field trips, pictures, 
movies, maps, recordings, etc., than teach without them. Today 
our immediate task not justify the use audio-visual ma- 
terials the schools; not ignore their existence but catch 
with the progress other social institutions the use 
materials which have long since been justified experiment and 
experience. 

This then the challenge! Ours the professional responsi- 
bility accepting and, meet its implications, grow 
that challenge and thus grow our contributions the full, 
worth-while living those educate. 


Principles Diagnosis 


The following principles should helpful the diagnosis: 

The causes failure arithmetic, reading, social studies, 
and on, are complex and may found one more many 
factors such as, instruction, materials, methods, the community, 
the home, teacher competence, the child’s ability. 

Diagnosis should discover the causes defects and difficul- 
ties child. 

Diagnosis should indicate the points dominant interest, 
power, and strength child. 

Diagnosis should complete. 

Diagnosis should continuous (3). 


Areas and Techniques 


The following areas diagnosis, which some suggestions 
for appraisal are made, should recognized (3, 6): 

Physical: The results physician’s examination should 
utilized. The eye, the ear, the nose, the throat, and breathing are 
important both learning and living. The teacher may administer 
the Snellen Eye Test, hearing tests, hand tests. The Telebinocular 
and Audiometer may used the examination. Attention should 
given malnutrition, poor posture, fatigue, and rest. The 
results these tests and investigations should helpful chart- 
ing diagnostic program for child who need such (4). 

Mental tests: means group mental tests such the 
the California, the Otis, the approximate 
intelligence child may determined. special cases the 
revised Stanford-Binet highly useful but should adminis- 
tered psychologist teacher trained for the purpose. 

important that the teacher recognize the index mental 
retardation ‘which generally indicated the fraction MA/CA.

Achievement: The achievement level children the 
subject fields should determined using tests such the 
Every-Pupil Tests Basic Skills, the Stanford 
tan batteries, the Co-ordinated Scales Attainment. 

Diagnostic tests: Mention can made very few tests 
this paper. The Durrell-Sullivan Reading Capacity and Achieve- 
ment Tests, the Compass Diagnostic the Brueckner Diagnostic 
Tests Arithmetic, Gray’s Oral Reading Paragraphs, the Otis 
Silent Reading Tests, and the Freeman Handwriting Scale are 
examples tests that may used diagnosis. 

Analysis written work: The results written work are 
permanent record any such subjects spelling, reading, and 
arithmetic, and may studied and restudied order deter- 
mine causes difficulties (4). 

The observation pupil behavior: There are many reasons 
for the observation child working; for example, the child may 
caught making errors writing and corrected the moment. 
may observed borrowing across zero faulty manner 
and given guidance when needs it. such observation the 
teacher the judge and the guide. She notes small points de- 
parture from normal behavior, and the smallest point may some- 
times the turning point. 

Interview: Interviews with the pupil and sometimes with 
the parent are helpful diagnosis. The appraisal child’s reac- 
tions, the face-to-face give-and-take conversation, and the atti- 
tude expressed word gesture may long way determin- 
ing difficulties and causes these difficulties. 

The Interest Inventory: few years ago was privilege 
develop Interest Inventory which was found value 
determining interests, activities, and attitudes regarding reading. 
This inventory has been presented teachers the schools where 
may used diagnosis. Such inventory value not 
only for reading program but for language social studies 
program also (5, 6). 

Personality testing: child’s personality important and 
should carefully appraised. addition the interest inventory 
mentioned, such test the California Test Personality may 
aid determining personality traits which are helpful doubt- 
ful worth learning. 

10. The case study: For children who are greatly retarded the 
case study may utilized. Briefly, concerned with child’s 
background, home and community environment, school history, 
mental, physical, and emotional factors. His achievement from 
grade grade, his successes, and failures may charted carefully 
and compared order that remedial work may directed 
accord with his needs and interests. 

11. The cumulative record folder: cumulative record folder 
should used for every child remedial instruction program. 
records work, attitudes, success, and failure, the results 
intelligence, achievement, arid diagnostic tests. should record 
changes behavior. may used basis for assignment. 
portrayal what the child mentally, physically, and emo- 
tionally. should show what the child has done, what has been 
done for him, and what being done help him. may indicate 
what should done help him grow and succeed (6,7). 


Results Diagnosis 

The results diagnosis are the beginning remedial instruc- 
tion. Diagnosis prerequisite for remedial procedure but 
must continued throughout remedial work. Whether group 
individual methods are used diagnosis, soon later the fol- 
lowing questions concerning each child must asked and 
answered. 


What are the difficulties and deficiences this child? 
How can they determined and discovered? 
What are the causes these difficulties? 
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What measures can taken overcome the difficulties? 

What are the abilities and dominant interests this child? 

How can these used for improvement? 

What the best way interest this child learning 
read, write, spell, figure? 

How may this child achieve independence reading, writ- 
ing, spelling, and figuring? 

what field and what level should instruction begin? 

the basis answers such questions the child should 
taught. 


The Remedial Program 


Co-operative Planning 


The best remedial program should result from planning the 
teacher, principal, supervisor, and others delegated the super- 
intendent schools. Here are three general plans which have been 
utilized the past: 

Plan Each teacher may handle the retarded her classroom, 
These shoud taught special class free from interruption 
the others the room. These others may assigned work 
alert and experienced teacher understands. 

Plan II. remedial teacher may teach the severely retarded 
special room, while the classroom teacher handles the less 
severely retarded her own classroom. 

Plan III. Each severely retarded child may taught individ- 
ually members psychological staff clinical department, 

Plan the most economical and most practicable doubt 
this situation where numbers children are large and the teaching 
staff limited. may, however, supplemented 
schools, special classes, pronounced remedial cases sugges- 
tions from Plans and III. Those responsible for the program 
will determine the details (2, 4). 


Plan Administration 


The plan administration should understood the teacher. 
psychologically effective she helps organize the plan 
under capable leadership the supervisors and principals. 

The formulation purposes should clear; anyone who would 
formulate the purposes reading should refer The Twenty- 
Fourth Yearbook the National Society for the Study Edu- 
cation which the major objectives reading experience, in- 
terest, and habits, skills, and attitudes are dynamically pro- 
nounced.

The times for the 
others might follows: fourth grade 10:20, fifth grade 
11:00, sixth 1:00, and on. Each teacher adapts the instruc- 
tion the needs the retarded children her group. 
example, the fifth-grade teacher remedial reading program 
which she guiding children, may have three children 
year retarded; five reading the fourth-grade level, full 
retarded; three reading various levels the third grade; and 
one may reading the second-grade level. 

Because each child has his own peculiar difficulties and 
ests, assignments should different from those made the 
others the group the same level for many the types 
lessons taught. other words, materials should vary 
and interest different difficulty levels meet the needs 
different children.

One the following types procedure may substituted for 
the above methods when, the judgment the teacher, 
the needs the children require (2, 3): audience reading; 
remedial reading; choral reading; mechanics (phonics, phras- 
ing, vocabulary, flash cards, graphs, dictionary work, games, etc.). 


Principles Remedial Reading 


Because the lack space limit ourselves here terse 
suggestions for the teaching reading remedial program: 

Plan and follow systematic remedial program. 

Base remedial instruction upon the results diagnosis, 

Provide pleasant environment for the retarded child 
good lighting, homey atmosphere, and good study conditions. 

Utilize the principle pacing. Begin with easy materials; 
increase the difficulties gradually. Diagnose continuously, noting 
the child’s defects, abilities, and interests. Provide work closely 
interests and abilities the children. 

Consider each child individual, different from all others, 
with difficulties and problems his own. 

Help the child with his own difficulties not with some other 
problems. 

Help the child learn, but not tire him with repetition 
what already knows. 

Use the principle readiness. Motivate the child. Take ad- 
vantage his interests and moods. Determine readiness for certain 
types work. 

Take advantage change the child change attitude, 
desire, change interests, and change attention. 

10. Challenge the child. Let his work difficult enough 
extend his powers and capabilities the utmost. 

Supply materials that are the learner’s level ability, 
One two years beyond him. 

12. Teach the child examine his own behavior and actions 
discover his weaknesses and strength. 

13. Guide the child appraise his own work. 

14. Motivate the child desire overcome his difficulties and 

15. Use the interests children. Have materials accessible 
the child interested. 

16. Guide the child develop interests materials real 
Help the child make use his own best powers and 

18. Provide drill when the child needs it. Motivate drill that 
child strives improve his work and correct his deficiencies. 

Enrich the curriculum each child. 

Strive develop the child confidence, enthusiasm, and 
independence. Teach him succeed (6, 7). 
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The teacher will helped her superior officers. The superin- 
tendent’s office will able guide the principal, and the prin- 
cipal should able help and guide the teacher. Each the 
methods suggested above should carefully planned and adapted 
the abilities, interests, and needs each group each par- 
ticular day used. this paper impossible describe 
the methods remedial instruction. However, shall outline 
one plan with the hope that teachers may work out similar plans 
for each the methods suggested above.

Preparation for assignments for the other ten are made sim- 
ilarly. The assignments are made with the use the record 
folders each case. The first time the assignments are made, the 
process slow and studied; the second time, the work more 
rapidly accomplished because the children’s records are more 
familiar and the children are better understood (4, 7). 

The assignments. The children are given their books the 
first two three minutes the class period. The teacher sees 
that each begins read the proper place. 

Pleasurable silent reading. Each child reads the selected 
story; the object that experience pleasure reading good 
story fitted his needs and interests. possible that mistake 
has been made the assignment one more individuals, par- 
ticularly the first occasion this type reading. The teacher 
observes the children they read.

The teacher asks about his diffi- 
culty. says, don’t like this story.” The teacher inquires 
about the reason, and another story substituted which easier 
and the type that the child indicates likes. George has halted 
his reading. asks the teacher what word means; she tells 
him, and proceeds. the teacher observes the child read; she 
helps the child who needs help the various ways thought best. 
She changes assignment when necessary; but she learns 
know her group, she chooses stories that each likes. Thus her 
difficulty conducting this type procedure diminishes. During 
approximately minutes that the children read silently, she dis- 
covers weaknesses, strength, and interest. This observation and 
judgment are great value making the second assignment 
this type. They help also the selection interesting stories 
the right levels that are the correct length. 

The discussion. The last five minutes the period may 
given oral activity. Each child may wish volunteer word 
about the story that read. The children are interested the 
stories the others. child may say simply, like this story.” 
Another may say, another like this.” third may state, 
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don’t want another like that one.” evaluation these re- 
sponses will value further analysis and assignments. 

Summary. Such type procedure planned give the 
children interesting experiences their reading levels. The set 
books used for this work must kept the school; they must 
not given out for library reading because this type lesson 
requires fresh story each session. 

Other methods may planned and conducted similar 
fashion with details appropriate the method (2, 7). 


Guiding the Teacher 


remedial program such the one envisaged the writer 
the superintendent special assistant special supervisor 
may able give invaluable help. The following suggestions 
all which would helpful and some which may utilized 
have been found valuable. 

reading center: For the guidance teachers other 
schools reading center, or, for that matter, language center, 
social studies center, may established centrally located 
school. Here the best materials may assembled and used 
both diagnosis and remedial work. this center teachers can 
come peruse new materials and observe accepted methods 
for teaching various types lessons. 

director: director co-ordinator, appointed the 
superintendent, who understands children, teachers, principals, 
curricula, methods, and materials will helpful guiding in- 
struction schools that utilize the diagnostic and remedial 
program.

ures, ratings, informational items, the 
same trait over period time. 

brings together measures, ratings, 
and information items different traits. 
_The present trend take the cumula- 
tive records out the principal’s office and 
place them the home rooms. Home-room 
teachers know the child better than the 
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MODERN school completely fulfills 
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principal. The school secretary usually 
knows little nothing the child. The 
file the homeroom should contain general 
information about the child.

Systematic pro- 
cedure assembling and recording data 
will far toward decreasing the teacher’s 
clerical burden.

The system should involve the filing 
folders all case materials, including 
the record card, which should removable. 

The record card should include, 
addition space for the entry personal 
data, profile for the tabulation stand- 
ard tests results and progressive achieve- 
ment and provision for the listing school 
marks teachers subject matter fields. 

Progressive achievement should 
tabulated some basis central tendency 
such the standard score for average 
all marks rather than individual sub- 
ject marks. 

The record card should constructed 
such manner that the meaning its 
data understandable pupils and 
teachers well the professional guid- 
ance worker. 

Pupil questionnaires, which are ad- 
ministered annually and kept within the 
folder, supply supplementary material.

War indus- 
tries used the film for increasing produc- 
tion. Today the “G.I. way” has been urged 
too and too often for Catholic 
educators ignore it. 

Teachers religion know that there are 
differences between the educational meth- 
ods the armed services and the long- 
term plan the traditional school system. 
While they are ready use all materials 
and methods that 
sound, yet they realize that wholesale adap- 
tation the methods less formal educa- 
tional agencies neither requested nor 
recommended.

The use words without understanding 
their meaning, which educators call 
balism,” frequently found supervisors 
school systems. the development 
meanings audio-visual materials accomplish 
their greatest effect. The breadth and depth 
meaning are two outstanding advantages 
the use audio-visual material. 


Two Types Teaching Films 
Religion 

Two types teaching films may used 
the religion class— 35mm. film strips 
and 16mm. films. The film-strip projector 
requires mechanical skill the part 
the operator and well within the limits 
the school budget. Teachers may prefer 
use film strips because single double 
frame pictures may held the screen 
for indefinite period and thus permit 
more detailed explanation specific sub- 
jects the teacher. With the film strip 
there opportunity turn back pre- 
vious frames when pupils have not fully 
understood the preceding part the film. 
Many school administrators and teachers 
consider the 16mm. projector necessary 
asset for the modern school.

unit. 


Planning the Use Film Strips 
and Films 

Teaching films are tools for learning, not 
substitutes, and the teacher must under- 
stand their purpose and know when and 
how use them effectively. The best time 
use film strip film the classroom 
when will aid learning above and 
beyond that which would accomplished 
other .types instructional aids. Like 
all techniques teaching, films the reli- 
gion class are more effective when they are 
correlated with the learning situation.

During the preview film strip 
film the teacher becomes familiar with the 
techniques, the content, and the methods 
used the film. the content matter 
textbook reveals the authors’ methods, 
the content matter film will determine 
how the film may used the classroom. 
With lesson plan, based the psycho- 
logical method teaching, teaching films 
should tie with the course study and 
present supernatural truths the pupils 
various grade levels. Film plans, written 
cards lesson plan book, should 
reveal the specific purposes the film, the 
relationships the different parts the 
film, and the subdivisions the unit.

Besides, 
soil contains bacteria, nitrogen, and other 
minerals necessary the growth certain 
plants.

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Programs Educational 
Conventions 


Educational conventions should pri- 
marily part the general program in- 
service training teachers and administra- 
tors.

The Great Books Program 


The Great Books program has back 
the great educational prestige Robert 
Hutchins and now has the extensive 
support organization promoting and 
publishing adventure directly related 
it. one the most extensive programs 
adult education that has been devised 
and put into operation. has somewhat the 
character the great Chautauqua move- 
ment which had great educational effect 
this country. 

The work “Great Books” published 
recently under the editorship Father 
attempt Christian appraisal the 
program, raises some every interesting 
questions. The first one raised the 


foreword President Hutchins himself. 


calls the great books “models great- 
ness.” They raise the great issues. They 
have made what are. They suggest 
what may be. They are, whether know 
not, the cement which holds together 
such community have. These are 
Hutchins’ words. natural for the father 
praise his intellectual child this en- 
thusiastic way. Our present concern with 
his further statement that these master- 
pieces are being read and studied from 
pragmatic and even materialistic view- 
point and finds refreshing find 
appraisal the great books and their 
contribution our civilization based 
Christian concepts. 

From this statement should gather that 


the kind study that going 


significant from what the student brings 
the study rather than what the book 
itself and its social backgrounds. other 
words these books find them 
support our own opinions rather than 
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their aid forming objective opinions 
garding the world and its values. 

Father Gardiner praises this effort 
broaden the bases popular culture and 
stimulate the self-education individuals 
and bring the attention the people 
“the few basic ideas Western Civiliza- 
tion.” However raises the basic question 
regarding what these students should re- 
ceive and expect from their study the 
great books. They should not expect the 
impossible nor engage their discussions 
under misapprehension. 

The first question raised regarding 
“What makes book great?” The book 
may great its own quality may 
great its influence. Obviously the 
list, The Communist Manifesto and The 
Wealth Nations are interesting because 
their influence rather than because 
their intrinsic quality. this sense book 
may great though entirely wrong and 
vicious, as, for example, Hitler’s Mein 
Kampf. Father Gardiner’s point, therefore, 
that the student should not approach 
these study programs the Great Books 
with the notion that only “great, noble, up- 
lifting thoughts” are going included. 
“After all,” says Father Gardiner, “the 
study the Great Books simply study 
human nature, and human nature, 
both its best and its worst, which 
the proper study man.” 

The second question raised Father 
Gardiner concerns the expectations that 
one can legitimately entertain approach- 
ing the Great Books. They are supposed 
clarification some the basic life 
problems that have always puzzled exer- 
cised the human duty, law, the 
good, the beautiful, justice and its source, 
the relationship individual individual 
and society the individual, and on. 
would unfair expect answers 
these questions with absolute clarity, certi- 
tude, and finality. What expected light 
and illumination from the discussion the 
books. One the studies indicates man’s 
need divine revelation for certitude. The 
effort the natural man the original 
handbook the course, since withdrawn, 
indicates very inadequate philosophy 
education the original program. 

Questions are raised regarding the dis- 
cussion technique the Great Books pro- 
gram and “obvious booby traps” are noted. 
discussion really fruitful must 
actually arrive somewhere and apparently 
arrive anywhere but engage bit 
mental and verbal gymnastics. This often 
all that exists. The results, however, 
this discussion can often teach quite num- 
ber elements that are needed public 
discussions questions: the need for tem- 
perate judgment, for avoidance extremes, 
for honest consideration opposing views. 

There one very important point that 
made throughout the actual discussions 
the books that should commented 
this connection. probably best 
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trated the discussion St. Thomas 
Aquinas’ Treatise Law. The author 
points out the beginning that this not 
great book. fragment, smack out 
the middle very great book. will 
have little sense itself but must seen 
the light the great basic doctrines that 
precede the Summa. 

Montaigne regarded the person who 
writes the article one the most dan- 
gerous authors read out context and 
lends himself very little being read 
extracts, and one relying the sec- 
tions the Wealth Nations that are 
used the program one will not find the 
basic doctrines the philosophy Adam 
Smith. only later part the 
volume that the author gets around his 
basic concepts. 

highly desirable that these ques- 
tions should raised and that program 
such wide influence should challenged 
its period early development rather 
than let the program become entrenched 
and then have the extensive machinery that 
necessary maintain the program devote 
itself keeping the machinery going rather 
than doing the job adult education

their effort define spiritual values 
they say: 

“There are manv ways define ‘spiritual 
values.’ Dictionaries state that ‘spiritual’ 
pertains man’s relation Supreme 
Being, relates things sacred pertain- 
ing the church, has with the moral 
and ethical aspects man’s behavior and 
relations with others.” 

The San Diego schools have attempted 
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supplement the activities other com- 
munity agencies dealing with spiritual 
values not replace them. shall un- 
doubtedly refer again this report spir- 
itual values. Our present purpose merely 
call attention the fact that the news- 
paper publicity. the subject spiritual 
values and public education not indica- 
tive the basic fact great many the 
public schools the country. They are 
certainly very much better than they are 
painted this publicity. While there may 
not specific religious teaching, the Chris- 
tian spiritual capital the ages the 
lives the teacher factor public edu- 
cation. would strange indeed this 
were not and would very bad 
indeed for America were not so.

Unless this shrinking 
from life’s problems squarely met the com- 
plex may become extreme. not, fellow 
teachers, permit this very opportunity slip 
by, for the choice yours meet these

with understanding sympathy the many 
internal struggles well-meaning teachers. 
They often are the victims circumstances.

Rating Papers Mathematics 
Sister Noel Marie, C.S.J.* 


rather negative approach the prob- 
lem correcting papers mathematics, let 
consider first what this process does not 
pupils’ answers with the correct answers and 
then grading them the basis the num- 
mechanical process involving the use red 
pencil rather than the mental processes. 
not, many believe, simple because 
the answers are either right wrong.” 

Parenthetically, our discussion will center 
around the traditional type” 
question rather than type” 
false,” “completion,” and “multiple clioice.” 
These allow only one answer; although, the 
College Entrance Examination Board their 
release, The College Board Review, the fall, 
1947, announce change their examination 
one composed entirely “multiple choice” 
problems which “answer options” are pre- 
sented. These are composed of, besides the 
correct complete answer, various answers that 
represent stages solution. They include, 
also, incorrect answers that would reached 
wrong methods. 

correcting the “demonstrative” type 
problem the examiner must put himself his 
pupils’ place and determine why such 
answer was considered the correct one. 
Thus, can determine the error 
mechanical one one due faulty 
reasoning. the case mechanical errors, 
common practice deduct per cent 
the credit; for errors judgment, 
must determined how relatively important 
this part the whole problem. Accuracy 
always important that is, 
reason, judgment, and application. 

Some cardinal principles can laid down 
about the rating all papers mathematics, 
algebraic geometric. 

Students advanced mathematics should 
necessarily show clearer grasp theory 
and should uniformly more accurate. 

Since definitions and proofs theorems are 
not original with the pupil they should 
rather severely rated. their reproduction, 
they should entirely correct and complete, 
credit should given. 

Numerical illustrations are never accepted 
instead proof. general, proofs involving 
special cases should receive little credit. 
Problems that are incomplete may given 
partial credit, particularly clear that 
the pupil sure his procedure but un- 
able see the next step the solution. The 
same true, course, apparent that 
the pupil lacks time. For example, proving 
“the opposite sides parallelogram are 
equal and the opposite angles are equal,” the 


pupil may prove the triangles, formed 
diagonal, congruent and does not com- 
plete the proof showing that the corre- 
sponding parts the congruent triangles are 
equal. The judgment the examiner 
exercised determine the above true 
the pupil merely enumerating facts 
principles deduced from the problem 
illogical manner. 

Early course geometry the teacher 
explains the error “circular reasoning.” 
avoid making this mistake best for pupils 
accept the proof propositions they 
are developed their textbooks. This not 
done discourage original but 
prevent the use of, let say, Theorem 
the proof Theorem XV. error this 
type invalidates the entire proof theorem. 

Beginning teachers must cautioned 
rate geometric theorem “as and 
not divide the total number credits 
the number steps and make deductions ac- 
cordingly. proving “tangents circle 
from external point are equal,” the step 
which proves that the triangles involved are 
right triangles much greater importance 
than the step which shown that one 
line common both triangles. Therefore, 
that step should receive more credit. 

Another point that each geometry teacher 
must make frequently during the school year 
that figures theorems original prob- 


lems should general. the proposition, “In 
circle, equal circles, equal chords are 
equidistant from the center.” credit can 
allowed when the chords are drawn 
parallel and the proof based the fact that 
they are. 

One fifth the total credit may given, 
numerical problems, for writing the correct 
formulas. 

The examinations division the New York 
state department education counsels mathe- 
matics teachers especially severe 
rating exercises having with computation 
means logarithms. “In such problems 
premium should placed upon accuracy.” 
They believe that for error principle, 
such incorrect characteristic, interpola- 
tion, etc., per cent the credit 
the case, should deducted. 

and consider “passed.” Most teachers 
follow the same procedure with 72, 73, 
74, i.e., write encircled 75, since col- 
lege authorities hesitate accept candidate 
with marks below 75. Many teachers, too, feel 
that paper which apparently totals should 
marked 90. other words, possible, 
allow one more credit one question. Psy- 
chologically, the difference between and 
much more than one. 

These few suggestions, while they will not 
cover all possible situations that will arise 
rating mathematics papers, will, least, call 
attention the attitude mind with which 
teachers should look upon this phase 
teaching.

Probably there has never been 
time when literature was more widely ad- 
vertised, nor time when literature had 
little recommend the expenditure. Natural- 
ism, cheapness, pornography, these are the 
rule rather than the exception. And these are 
the things toward which the young will 
gravitate unless they are given love for the 
beautiful. 

Let say here that the beautiful not 
synonymous with saccharine sweetness. Hora- 
tio Alger gives just distorted view life 
does James Joyce though errs the 
side the angels. Beauty abstract term, 
gem many facets, but does not glow 
far from the real and the true. 

Beauty elusive thing, conditioned 
thing. There beauty poetry, morality, 
drama, Othello, but the too young will 
not see it. The crude spots widely dis- 
cussed controversial novel several years 
ago made unsuitable for circulation among 
the young; but the book has beauty. 

with the love beauty must fostered 
the sense realization 
that, although roast beef palatable and 
nourishing, isn’t given the baby; that 
while smoking one man’s keenest pleas- 
ures, the boy has grow the use 
tobacco. And this cultivation taste and 
guidance choice fall heavily the shoul- 
ders the teacher literature. 

Keeping mind this responsibility have 
set brief plan showing the possibility 
combining literature and life, inculcating 
culture that also Catholic. have illu- 
sions that minor renaissance will occur dur- 
ing the year. shall not surprised see 
nothing grow; after all, the teacher’s job 
sowing; with the grace God the students 
will reap their own harvest.

Exercises English composition based upon 
model and imitation have distinct place 
the elementary school. order write well, 
boys and girls grades four, five, and six 
must learn the component parts composi- 
tion. For the writing whole pieces diffi- 
cult best; and any success generally follows 
study the various phases composition. 
Even teachers are sometimes overwhelmed 
the complexity this work, often accepting 
the most indefinite standards. But, like mathe- 
matics and other subjects, English composition 
has certain recognizable parts. The problem 
break them down into teachable units, 
that pupils may progress slowly but thor- 
oughly —from the word, the phrase, 
the sentence, the whole composition. 

The following exercises suggest method 
presenting certain phases composition. 
Not their least practical use the definiteness 
the work, entirely within the compass 
the elementary school, and admirably suited 
long series daily lessons. For pupils, 
well teachers, respond successfully 
what clear and orderly and advancing step 
step. 

These exercises begin with certain short, 
unadorned statements; make use certain 
previously learned models phrases; and 
lead variety sentences based upon 
these models. For all three grades the founda- 
tion the work identical, the results vary- 
ing the matter expression according 
the maturity the respective grades. 

Ten statements supply the ideas: (1) The 
boy runs. (2) Birds fly. (3) Monkeys chatter. 
(4) The storm rages. (5) The river flows. 
(6) The woman shops. (7) The boy studies. 
(8) The baby laughs. (9). The sun shines. 
(10) The man walks. 

These subjects, chosen almost random,

statement provides the ideas for week’s 
work composition; hence extended series 
exercises must engage the attention the 
pupils. 

Certain previously learned 
phrases provide the guide the exercises. 
will noted, these phrases necessitate the 
teaching (beginning with grade four) cer- 
tain fundamentals grammar: noun, adjec- 
tive, verb, adverb, preposition, 
tional phrase. The use these exercises pre- 
suppose that this work has been done.

Then, with thorough 
understanding the necessary grammatical 
principles, pupils are able summon forth 
words and phrases, and combine them 
into the most apt and pleasing combinations.

District Judge Hensley’s published decision 
upon the Dixon case indeed, last October 
said would be, “generally favor the 
plaintiffs.” who have been teaching 
New Mexico’s public schools are “forever 
barred from receiving any school money and em- 
ployment the public schools the state.”

Buses Again 


According Phillips, its secretary, the
